‘WAS MURDER’ 

Man whose girlfriend fell from 14th-floor window is jailed for 17 years

A MAN whose girlfriend 
plunged to her death 
from a 14th-floor win¬ 
dow of a tower block has 
been jailed for 17 years 
for her murder. 

David Douglas, 44, of 
Elizabeth Blackwell House, 
Progress Way, Wood Green, 
was found guilty at 
Southwark Crown Court last 
week of killing 43-year-old 
Dora Matthews. 

Police were called just 
before 5am on December 19 
2013 following reports of an 
unconscious woman at the 
foot of the block. 

Officers discovered that Ms 
Matthews had visited Dou¬ 
glas’s flat and spent the night. 

Residents said they had 
heard the couple arguing 
over the course of the evening 
and into the early hours of 
the morning. 

Ms Matthews had been 
heard to shout “stop”, “let me 
go” and “get off me” and 
there was a sound similar to

furniture being dragged 
across the floor. CCTV 
footage showed Douglas 
leaving his flat at 4.56am and 
looking towards where Ms 
Matthews’s body was lying 
before walking away. 

Later that day, Douglas 
went to Tottenham police sta¬ 
tion with a prepared state¬ 
ment and was arrested and 
bailed. He was charged two 
months later. 

After he was sentenced last 
Wednesday, Detective Chief 
Inspector Noel McHugh, of 
the Homicide and Major 
Crime Command, said: “I 
would like to thank all of our 
brave witnesses who sup¬ 
ported us. Dora Matthews 
was wearing a coat and had 
her car keys in her hand when 
she was found. 

“This clearly indicates that 
she had been trying to leave. 
It is clear from witness 
accounts that Dora was sub¬ 
jected to sustained verbal, 
physical and psychological 
abuse by Douglas throughout 
the course of their volatile 
five-year relationship. 


“I would urge anyone who is 
suffering domestic abuse not 
to suffer in silence and to have 
the confidence to contact the 
police or a recognised charity. 

“Dora’s family are keen 
that her death shines a light 
on abusive relationships. The 
abuser will always make you 
feel you were in the wrong - 
it’s part of their psychological 
control - but we are here to 
protect you.” 

Douglas had been convicted 
five times of domestic abuse 
against Ms Matthews and was 


subject to a restraining order 
at the time of her death. 

Ms Matthews’s daughter 
Bianca, 24, said: “This is jus¬ 
tice for my mum. She died at 
the hands of someone who 
should have made her feel 
safe. The murder squad and 
the CPS have been excep¬ 
tional and it’s only through 
our tragedy that you realise 
how hard they all worked. 

“Through one person’s 
actions we have been robbed 
of an amazing mum, grand¬ 
mother and friend.” 


Lammy blasts council over temporary library closure 


DAVID Lammy has slammed Haringey Council 
for a failure to consult the public properly over 
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the six-month temporary closure of a 
Tottenham library. 

The Tottenham MP has claimed there has 
been “poor consultation with users” over 
the closure of the Marcus Garvey library, 
in Philip Lane, which is scheduled to shut at 
the end of the month. 

More than £3 million is being spent to 
refurbish the library, which will also see 
some of the council’s customer services 
relocated to it from Apex House, on the 
corner of High Road and Seven Sisters 
Road, which is to be demolished and rede¬ 
veloped for new homes. 


“I am very concerned that the only ‘alter¬ 
native arrangements’ put in place by the 
council during the library’s closure are ‘go 
to a different library’,” Mr Lammy said. 

“Many young people in Tottenham simply 
do not have the space at home to study. 
They rely on being able to use desks in the 
Marcus Garvey Library to do their 
homework and revise for exams.” 

He added that he had spoken to the 
leader of the council Claire Kober, but 
was “still not satisfied” that the concerns 
of the community had been addressed 
“adequately”.

BBC searches 
for an actor to 
play Duggan 

THE BBC is advertising for 
an actor to play Mark 
Duggan - the Tottenham 
man whose fatal shooting by 
police in 2011 sparked riots - 
for a drama documentary it 
is making. 

The working title Lawfully 
Killed refers to the verdict of 
last year’s inquest when a jury found the 
29-year-old father-of-six, pictured , had been 
unarmed after throwing away a gun, but was 
lawfully shot by armed officers after they had 
stopped a minicab he was travelling in along 
Ferry Lane, Tottenham Hale. 

The Daily Mail has accused the BBC of 
pursuing an agenda and challenging the 
verdict, a claim it denies. A statement issued 
by a BBC spokesman said: “The film will tell 
the story from a 360-degree point of view, 
looking at the 24 hours leading up to the 
shooting, telling the story from multiple 
perspectives and asking questions that remain 
surrounding Mark’s death.” 

Canal boat saved 

FIREFIGHTERS saved a stricken canal boat 
from capsizing by pumping 20 tonnes of 
water out of Tottenham Lock on the River 
Lee on Monday morning. 

The 55-foot-long boat was negotiating the 
lock close to Ferry Lane when it started 
sinking and ended up partially submerged. 
One man escaped uninjured from the vessel. 

Fire crews from Tottenham, Edmonton, 
Homerton, Stoke Newington and 
Walthamstow helped pump the water from 
the lock to stabilise the vessel and make it safe. 
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Police put up £20,000 
reward over stabbing

OFFICERS investigating the fatal stab¬ 
bing of a teenager earlier this year are 
now offering a reward of £20,000 to 
anyone who can help convict his killer. 

Shaquan Sammy-Plummer, 17, was 
attacked in Berkeley Gardens, Winch- 
more Hill, on Friday January 30 at 
about 9.30pm. 

Paramedics and the police arrived on 
the scene and the teen was rushed to the 
Royal London Hospital, in White¬ 
chapel, east London. He died a short 
time later. The cause of death was a sin¬ 
gle stab wound to the chest. 

Police returned to the scene of the 
stabbing yesterday to speak again to 
residents in the area in a bid to jog 
memories of that night. 


Officers have said they believe 
Shaquan, from Islington, was with two 
friends when he became caught up in a 
fight that escalated. 

Although his friends battled to save 
his life, his injuries were too severe. 

Investigating officer Detective Chief 
Inspector Jamie Piscopo, from the mur¬ 
der squad, said: “We still don’t know 
what the fight that led to Shaquan’s 
death was about and we hope the offer 
of £20,000 may encourage someone 
with information, no matter how small, 
to come forward. 

“Were you in Berkeley Gardens that 
night? Did you see or hear anything 
suspicious? Have you heard talk since 
about what happened to Shaquan? 
Please contact us.” 

The teenager’s mother made an 
impassioned plea for people to help. 


Jessica Plummer said: “I would be 
very grateful if the people who wit¬ 
nessed my son’s death could come for¬ 
ward to provide the police with 
information to bring those responsible 
to justice.”

A 17-year-old girl from Winchmore 
Hill, a 17-year-old boy from Edmonton 
and a 19-year-old man from Winch- 
more Hill were arrested earlier this year 
on suspicion of murder and have been 
released on bail until the end of Sep¬ 
tember pending further inquiries. 

A 29-year-old woman from Edmon¬ 
ton was arrested on suspicion of assist¬ 
ing an offender and has also been 
bailed until the end of next month.

Another 17-year-old boy from 
Edmonton was arrested on suspicion of 
perverting the course of justice and he, 
too, will remain on bail until the end of 
September pending further inquiries. 

Four other people who were arrested 
in connection with the stabbing have 
been released without charge. 


A SERIES of guided walks through historical 
points of interest in the borough will kick off 
this weekend.

ENFIELD Council is helping struggling 
businesses in the borough and boosting 
the economy by buying more of the 
supplies and services it requires from 
local firms.

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Mum and children flee flat as 


blaze rips through restaurant

A WOMAN and two children 
escaped unharmed after a 
blaze which ripped through a 
restaurant threatened to spread 
to flats above. 

Nearly 60 firefighters battled 
for more than two hours to bring 
the fire at the Caribbean Junc¬ 
tion, in Taplow Road, Palmers 
Green, under control on 
Wednesday morning last week. 

The mother and her two chil¬ 
dren were able to flee to safety 
from their flat above the restau¬ 
rant, minutes before the fire 
brigade arrived on the scene. 

Station manager Nick Hard¬ 
ing said: “The ground, first 
floor and roof of the building 
were alight when we arrived and 
the roof had collapsed. Crews 
used an aerial ladder platform 
to fight the fire from the front 
of the building, as well as from 
the back of the restaurant where 
there is access to the flat.” 

Scaffolding now surrounds 
the shell of the building at the 
junction of North Circular Road 
and Great Cambridge Road. 

The cause of the fire, which 
broke out at 9am, is being 
investigated.

Town centre 
bosses face 
the axe over 
funding cut 


A NOT-FOR-PROFIT 
organisation responsible 
for creating partnerships 
between businesses in the 
borough and communities 
is set to close after having 
its funding withdrawn by 
Enfield Council.

A WOMAN and a man from Enfield are the latest 
suspects to be charged in connection with the Hat¬ 
ton Garden jewel heist in April 

Terri Robinson, 35, of Sterling Road, and 45- 
year-old Brenn Walters, also known as Ben 
Perkins, of Manor Court, were charged last week 
under Section 327 of the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Robinson, who was arrested on June 14, and 
Walters, who was arrested on May 19, have both 
been bailed to appear at Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday August 27. 

Nine people previously charged with conspiracy 
to burgle and conspiracy to launder money 
appeared at Southwark Crown Court on June 4 and 
were remanded in custody to appear at Woolwich 
Crown Court on September 4. 

Among them were three Enfield men - Hugh 
Doyle, 48 of Riverside Gardens, Terry Perkins, 67, 
of Heene Road, and Daniel Jones, 58, of Park 
Avenue, Bush Hill Park. 

A further three individuals - a 45-year-old man, 
a 59-year-woman, and a 40-year-old woman - 
have also been interviewed under caution in con¬ 
nection with the investigation.

New housing is 
key for would-be 
mayor Goldsmith 

Millionaire candidate rejects any suggestion 
that his background will count against him

THE man hoping to be crowned as the Conserv¬ 
ative candidate in the race to be the next Mayor 
of London is adamant that his millionaire status 
will not alienate voters. 

On a visit last week to his campaign director 
Nick de Bois’s former Enfield North con¬ 
stituency, Zac Goldsmith, Conservative MP for 
Richmond and mayoral hopeful, insisted that his 
background would not cost him votes. 

He said: “Londoners are not going to elect 
someone based on where they come from - I 
don’t think that’s the way it works at all. 

“The question people have is two-fold - do 
they like my priorities and do they think I can 
actually deliver them?” 

Defending current mayor Boris Johnson’s time 
in office, during which thousands of families 
have been rehoused from homes in the inner city 
to “cheaper” outer London boroughs, including 
Enfield, Mr Goldsmith told the Advertiser. “I 
think Boris has done a magnificent job.” 

Mr Goldsmith suggested that the key to 
solving London’s housing crisis lay in building 
more homes. 

He explained that in Kingston, in south-west 
London, where he comes from, just eight per cent 
of people could afford to buy a property, adding: 
“That problem is only going to get worse. 

“The bottom line is that you’ve got to build 
more. You probably have to double the rate of 
building we’ve seen over the past 20 years.” 

As one who wore his environmental creden¬ 
tials proudly and has been a vocal opponent of a 
fourth runway at Heathrow, Mr Goldsmith said 


there was no need to build on green belt land, 
explaining: “Even the most conservative esti¬ 
mates tell us that there is enough land, enough 
brownfield land available for nearly half-a-mil- 
lion new homes, so the job is to get that land.” 

He also admitted that the issue of overseas 
businessmen buying up housing in the capital as 
a way of investing their money was “a real prob¬ 
lem”, adding: “I understand why foreign 
investors want to do that - but it’s not in London’s 
interest. We need London buyers first wherever 
that can possibly happen.” 

Mr Goldsmith was in Hertford Road, Enfield 
Lock, to hear from Yvonne Lawson, anti¬ 
knife crime campaigner and co-architect of 
Enfield’s Law. 

Her son Godwin was stabbed to death in Hack¬ 
ney in 2010 when he tried to help friends who 
had been attacked by a gang of youths. 

After her son’s death, Mrs Lawson set up the 
Godwin Lawson Foundation and has been cam¬ 
paigning against knife crime ever since. 

Alongside Mr de Bois, she was the driving 
force behind the law change, which came into 
effect last month. Anyone caught carrying a knife 
for the second time now faces an automatic 
prison sentence. 

Mrs Lawson, who works with young people to 
educate them about alternatives to gang life, said: 
“I always knew that the law was very weak 
regarding knife crime and it didn’t deter young 
people because as much as they wanted to 
change their lives the law kind of encouraged 
them to reoffend.” 

□ The Conservatives have not yet announced 
when the final selection for the party’s mayoral 
candidate will take place.

Ambulance: Should people be 
able to text for help? 


Those in need 
should also be 
able to text 999 

SMARTPHONES have become the 
hub of our daily lives and are now in 
the pockets of two-thirds of UK adults, 
while the vast majority of young peo¬ 
ple own one. 

Even half of 55 to 64-year-olds now 
own a smartphone. 

The Ofcom 2015 Communications 
Market Report highlights the urgent 
need for radical changes to be made to 
the 999 emergency service so that 
those in need can text as well as call. 

Much of the technology we need to 
update our emergency service is avail¬ 
able today. But we urgently need to 
make progress now, with clear owner¬ 
ship from government and ministerial 
leadership. 

A data-based emergency service 
would allow people to text alerts via 
any appropriate app on a chosen 
easy-to-remember special number, 
such as 999 - and these alerts would 
then be passed to the human emer¬ 
gency operator. 

The main engineering challenge 
would be to set up priority routing of 
alerts to this special number in order to 
avoid delays at busy times. 

This needs to be arranged in consul¬ 
tation with the main mobile and 
app-based text providers, and with 
makers of new technology like wear¬ 
ables that might aid or even make 
emergency calls.

SPADE or garden fork in hand, green-fingered 
Amanda Lavell “digs” working on her allotment 
with unbridled passion. 

As a holder of a rented plot, she confesses to 
being at her happiest in dungarees weeding, rak¬ 
ing and tenderly nurturing the small vegetable 
patch, of which she is extremely proud. 

And the 60-year-old is keen to champion the 
benefits and encourage other Enfield residents to 
give it a try as up and down the country plot 
holders celebrate National Allotment Week, 
which is running until Sunday. 

Often viewed as an isolated activity, she says 
the perception couldn’t be more wrong. 


Tending her plot at Woodcraft Wildspace 
nature reserve, in Winchmore Hill, has given her 
the chance to forge friendships with other allot¬ 
ment holders. 

“There is a real sense of community,” she says. 
“We brew up a pot of tea and share cakes and 
there is always someone willing to offer advice 
or a helping hand. It really is therapeutic.” 

Founded by her husband Bob, the three-acre 
nature reserve, opened in 2003, was a disused 
and overgrown cricket ground. 

Amanda, of Orpington Road, Winchmore Hill, 
did not acquire her allotment until two years 
ago, having previously worked with schools 
as part of educational initiatives at the 
nature reserve. 

Now she visits the allotment at least three 


times a week and would be there more often if 
she had the time to spare. 

“Eve managed to grow peas, spinach, beetroot, 
broccoli and runner beans,” she says proudly. 

“My children love to eat them, especially my 
six-month-old grandson, who loves to chew on 
the tender beans.” 

She says the food she grows is fresher and 
more nutritious than the produce available in 
supermarkets - and is also much cheaper. 

Enfield Council, which has 3,000 plots across 
37 allotment spaces available to residents in the 
borough, recommends it for a healthy lifestyle. 

“There is nothing more satisfying than grow¬ 
ing and consuming your own healthy produce 
yourself,” said Daniel Anderson, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment.

You’d be mad to miss it

NICKNAMES are customary for blues artists and, 
like the legendary greats, Enfield musician Dave 
Barnes has his own “handle”, although he can’t 
recall how he came by the moniker “Mad Dog”. 

The self-taught 68-year-old slide guitarist and 
harmonica player, who performs this Sunday after¬ 
noon with the band The Low Down Dogs at 
Broomfield Park, in Aldermans Hill, Palmers Green, 
says: “It’s lost in the midst of time. I picked it up 
when I was with a former band, but it’s stuck. I’m 
a calm person.” 

Fellow band member and bassist Dave Thomas, 
a joint organiser of the annual Broomfield Blues 
Festival, now in it fourth year, observes jokingly: 
“He has a bit of a temper, that could possibly be 
an explanation”. 

The four-piece electric and acoustic combo 
plays Mississippi, Memphis and Chicago blues 
and perform on the park’s bandstand in the third 
of a series of five concerts being held on Sundays 
from 1.30pm to 5.30pm until August 30. 

Also appearing areTressell, playing Celtic, Amer¬ 
icana and old time blues on vintage instruments. 

The festival is a showcase for many of the bands 
and artists who feature on a Friday night at the St 
Harmonica’s Blues Club, in St Monica’s Parish 
Centre, Cannon Hill, Southgate, run by the North 
London Vintage Blues Association. 

Mad Dog, who lives in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
has been playing blues as a solo performer in 
bands since his early 30s and first fell in love with 
the music a teenager when a school friend lent him 
a Lighting Hopkins album. “I never looked back 
after that, or returned the record,” he confesses. 

He also recalls how in the 1960s Edmonton’s 
Cooks Ferry Inn in Angel Road was the mecca for 
blues enthusiasts with top American acts includ¬ 
ing Howlin’ Wolf, John Lee Hooker, Big Mama 
Thornton - who recorded Nothing But a Hound 
Dog before Elvis made it famous - and Buddy Guy 
appearing there. 

“The British actually sparked a revival in the pop¬ 
ularity of blues which had faded in America when 
bands such as The Rolling Stones, Cream, The 
Yardbirds, Fleetwood Mac and Led Zeppelin, who 
had been influenced by blues legends like Muddy 
Waters, Howlin’ Wolf and Robert Johnson, 
renewed interest Stateside,” he explained.

film review 


All aboard the 


Trainwreck (15) 125 mins 


A WARD-winning comedian and 
writer Amy Schumer raises her skirt 
to political correctness and glee¬ 
fully flashes sexual inequality with this 
potty-mouthed comedy that is far from the 
debacle promised by the title. 

Directed at a lick by Judd Apatow, 
who temporarily lost his mojo after 
Knocked Up in 2007, Trainwreck is a 
hilarious and heart-warming portrait of 
modern womanhood. 

Throughout two uproarious hours, 
Schumer is the butt of her own expertly 
targeted jokes — and she generously 
shares sparkling one-liners around the 
excellent ensemble cast. 

In particular, she creates a hysterical 
supporting role for Oscar-winning British 
actress Tilda Swinton as a monstrous 
magazine editor, who demands gung-ho, 
headline-grabbing titillation, not gently 
worded, sentimental froth. 

There’s a thin glaze of sweetness to 
pivotal moments between female charac¬ 
ters in Schumer’s script and an emotion¬ 
ally raw scene at a funeral deftly tugs 
the heartstrings. 

Yet, for its adherence to rom-com 
tropes, Trainwreck is laced with sufficient 
biting wit and self-effacement to drink 
The Hangover and its crude imitators 
under the table and seal victory with a 
rousing belch. 

At nine years old, Amy Townsend (Amy 
Schumer) learns a most valuable lesson 
about human relationships from her embit¬ 
tered father (Colin Quinn). 


"Monogamy isn't realistic," he tells Amy 
and her little sister Kim, encouraging the 
girls to chant this as a mantra. 

Twenty-three years later, Amy has taken 
those words to her booze-soaked heart, 
enjoying numerous anonymous sexual 
encounters, while dating a muscle-bound 
hunk called Steven (John Cena), whose 
prowess leaves a lot to be desired. 

In stark contrast, sister Kim (Brie Larson) 
has settled down with her knitwear-clad 
husband Tom (Mike Birbiglia). 

"You dress him like that just so no one 
else wants to have sex with him?" quips 
Amy, mocking her sibling’s domestic bliss. 

When Amy isn’t picking up men in bars, 
she works at lifestyle magazine S’Nuff with 
kooky best friend Nikki (Vanessa Bayer). 

Out of the blue, editor Dianna (Swinton) 
assigns Amy to pen a profile on sports 
doctor Aaron Conners (Bill Hader), who is 
good friends with basketball superstar 
LeBron James (playing himself). 

Amy knows almost nothing about sport, 
but she obliges and sparks an unlikely 
romance with the kind-hearted medic that 
threatens to unravel the tattered fabric of 
her bed-hopping existence. 

Trainwreck is a wicked delight that 
asserts independent, single women have 
the same right as men to enjoy carefree 
sexual escapades without being labelled 
a hussy. 

Schumer instantly endears us to her 
self-destructive 30-something, who has 
to hit rock bottom before she can begin 
the slow, painful ascent back to healthy 
self-respect. 

Hader is an adorable comic foil 
and sparring partner and on-screen 


runaway train 



chemistry between the two leads 
simmers beautifully. 

Supporting performances are equally 
memorable, including amusing cameos 
from Daniel Radcliffe and Marisa Tomei.

MILLIONS of children will find themselves 
gaining a better insight into money matters 
as the new school term gets under way. 

Financial education has been included in 
England’s national curriculum for the first 
time, bringing it into line with the rest of the 
UK. 

The move means that personal finance 
will now be taught in secondary school citi¬ 
zenship education lessons, helping the next 
generation to understand how money is 
used and the importance of setting and 
managing a budget. 

Teenagers will learn about credit, debt, 
insurance, savings and pensions, along with 
other financial products. The financial edu¬ 
cation elements of secondary school maths 
are also being strengthened, with the new 
curriculum putting an explicit statutory 
emphasis on “financial mathematics”. 

A survey of teachers recently carried out 
by charity pfeg (Personal Finance Education 
Group) found that 83 per cent said money 
skills should be taught at primary school 
level to be most effective, and 70 per cent 
are seeing evidence that children are 
encountering financial decisions earlier in 
life than they used to. 

Pfeg’s director of education Steve Stillwell 
says: “Financial education’s new place in 



the national curriculum is an important leap 
forward for our cause, but there is much 
more to do. 

“We know from experience that the earlier 
financial education begins, the more effec¬ 
tive it is in giving young people the money 
management skills they need. 

Mums and dads can do their bit to help 
children understand money by kicking off 
light conversations around the subject from 
an early age, whether it’s chatting to them 
about prices as they’re being taken around 
the supermarket, or simply letting them 
handle coins and notes.

READING is a vital skill that every parent 
wants their child to learn, yet almost half of 
UK mums and dads admit they lack the 
confidence and know-how to help improve 
their child’s reading at home.

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When should children 
learn the facts of lifeP 


IT’S not easy to talk to children about the 
birds and the bees, and some parents are 
so embarrassed about it, they leave the job 
to their child’s school. 

But because it’s not a statutory part of the 
national curriculum, sex education in pri¬ 
mary schools is patchy - which leaves the 
worrying possibility that children will learn 
about sex and relationships from other ill- 
informed children. 

The Government is currently looking at 
whether personal, social, health and eco¬ 
nomic (PSHE) education, including sex and 
relationships education (SRE), ought to be 
made statutory in primary schools - and 
new research suggests parents think it 
should. 

A Sex Education Forum survey of parents 
of children aged 4-16 found the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority want important aspects of SRE 
to be taught in primary schools, with 
schools teaching a balanced curriculum 
that helps pupils understand their bodies, 
appropriate behaviour, and online safety. 

More than three-quarters (78 per cent) of 
the parents surveyed wanted their children 
to learn about the difference between safe 
and unwanted touch and how to speak up if 
someone treats them inappropriately, while 
72 per cent of parents felt primary schools 
should educate children on what to do if 



they find online pictures showing private 
body parts or are asked to send them. 

Almost two-thirds of parents (64.5 per 
cent) want primary schools to teach basic, 
medically correct terms for sexual organs 
such as vagina and penis, and 65.5 per cent 
agree that primary pupils should be taught 
about puberty before they start to experi¬ 
ence changes to their body. 

The coordinator of the Sex Education 
Forum, Lucy Emmerson, says: “This 
research clearly indicates that most parents 
want primary school pupils to be taught 
age-appropriate information about a range 
of sex and relationships topics.”

SPURS SO UNLUCKY 



Defeat effectively ends hopes of title 


ANY slim chance that North Middlesex had of 
being crowned champions of the Premier Division 
of the Middlesex County Cricket League is surely 
over after they slumped to a 59-run defeat at 
Twickenham on Saturday. 

Bowling first, Ed Bird (3-32) got North 
Middlesex off to an excellent start by helping 
reduce the hosts to 43-4 before Twickenham were 
rescued by a fifth-wicket stand of 59 between 
Shawn Hicks (49) and Carlos Nunes (36). 

However, Nunes’ departure sparked a collapse 
which saw four wickets fall for the addition of

CHRISTIAN ERIKSEN insists 
that Tottenham Hotspur can take 
positives out of their display at 
Manchester United even though 
they began their Premier League 
campaign with a 1-0 defeat on 
Saturday. 

Spurs started brightly at Old 
Trafford and the Danish interna¬ 
tional squandered a good chance 
in just the fourth minute, but 
they fell behind to a Kyle Walker 
own goal midway through the 
first half and were unable to get 
back on level terms despite late 
pressure - during which time 
Eriksen was twice thwarted by 
home keeper Sergio Romero. 

“We’re playing for points and 
we didn’t get any,” Eriksen said. 
“We were unlucky in my opinion 
and I think the way we played - 
especially the way we started - 
gives us some positive things to 
take away with us. 

“We created chances, espe¬ 
cially in the first 20 minutes and 


if we play like that in every game 
then we’ll win a lot of matches. 

“Once I got the ball for my 
early chance I knew there was 
only one way to score and that 
was to lift it. Unfortunately I gave 
it a bit too much power and it 
went a bit high. It’s something 
that we can build on, going to Old 
Trafford and creating chances.” 

And head coach Mauricio 
Pochettino insists that he felt his 
side did not deserve to end up 
with nothing to show for their 
efforts in the match. 

“We played very well and we’re 
pleased with our performance but 
disappointed with the defeat,” he 
said. “For the first 20 minutes 
we managed the game well, we 
dominated and created chances. 

“We were unlucky because we 
conceded a goal through our first 
mistake. After that, it’s true, 
United started to play at the same 
level as us, but in the second half 
we deserved to score again. 

“We finished the game in a 
high tempo and showed we’re 
in a good way. We need to be 


happy. We’re at a good level and 
we need to believe. 

“It was very different from last 
season when we didn’t have a 
chance. This time we deserved 
not only a draw but maybe a win.” 

Pochettino largely kept faith 
with last season’s squad in his 
starting line-up, but he did hand 
a debut to summer signing Toby 
Alderweireld - who played at 
the heart of their defence along¬ 
side fellow Belgian international 
Jan Vertonghen. 

“It’s difficult to talk about 
yourself after a defeat,” Alder¬ 
weireld said. “The stats say it all 
- we didn’t give them anything 
and defensively we worked very 
hard. We have to be confident for 
the Stoke game [this Saturday] 
now and when we get our chances 
we have to take them. 

“It’s always difficult at Old 
Trafford. We were right in the 
game, defensively we were strong 
and restricted them to very few 
chances, which was good. If we 
keep at this level then the results 
will come.”
